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Introduction 


This directory cescribes major environmental data bases 
maintained by U.S. government agencies. It has been compiled to 
assist various individuals and organizations outside the Federal 
establishment in locating and utilizing the extensive environmental 


data resources that are available. 


"Data base" is a term that has been used in a variety of 
ways. The data bases described in this directory represent organ- 
ized collections of scientific data, technical data, and bibliograph- 
ic and directory information that are accessible by predefined 
search parameters. Most, but not all, are computer-based files 
found in machine-readable form. In addition to specific data bases, 
a few systems, information centers, and programs that are themselves 


repositories of a large number of data bases have been described. 


For the most part, the data bases described have been drawn 
from five Federal agencies: the Department of Agriculture, the De- 
partment of Commerce, the Department of the Interior, the Energy 
Research and Development Administration, and the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency. A few important data bases from other Federal 
agencies have also been selected for inclusion. 


The directory is divided into six major sections -- one for 
each of the five major agencies, and a sixth containing sources 
found elsewhere. Each section is prefaced by a brief, general 
description of its major environmental data holdings, followed by 
individual profiles of the information sources, arranged alpha- 


betically according to their acronyms. 


Each profile contains certain standard items of information: 


source name, source agency, objective, general description, size, 
update frequency, time reference, cost, turnaround time, product, 


and person to contact.

All of these items are listed for each information source, 
with a few exceptions. In some instances, certain items have not 


been developed or cannot be firmly established. 


Throughout the directory, information concerning the size 
of the various data bases is given in different units of measure- 
ment, according to those used programmatically, such as file, record, 
character, citation, entry, etc. A complete explanation of each can 
be obtained upon contact with the agency personnel listed. 


To facilitate reterencing the directory's information, each 
source's acronym and index terms are given in the upper right-hand 
corner of the profile. An alphabetical index appears at the back 
of this directory. 


The directory is by no means a complete inventory of Federal 
environmental data bases and related information sources. The pro- 
ject staff has selected the data bases for inclusion based on judge- 
ments concerning the usefulness of the data, its relevance to the 


environmental community, and its availability to the public. 


The objectives of this directory are twofold: first, to in- 
crease the general awareness that data bases of the type described 
herein are available, and second, to stimulate the use of the 
specific data described in the directory. Comments and suggestions 
concerning the directory and its usefulness are sincerely welcomed 
by the project staff. 


Note: As this directory is being prepared for publication, 
the new Department of Energy is being formed. By the 
time the directory is available, the Energy Research 
and Development Administration, the Federal Energy 
Administration, and some of the other organizations 
maintaining data beses described herein, will have 


been subsumed within DOE.

The other 
seven will be: the Water Quality Compliance 
Subsystem, Federal Reporting Subsystem, the 
Variables and Exemptions Subsystem, Sanitary 
Survey Subsystem, Enforcement Actions Subsystem, 
and Operator and Mailing Subsystem.
